‘ Americans who have been so overwhelmed by the sudden 
tum of events that they are at a loss as to what the proper 
course is for us to follow in these uncertain times. And from 
all’ reports, Washington is even more confused than the 
people in the rest of the nation. 

: A vivid and accurate picture of the entire situation in 
which we find ourselves at this moment was given by Mr. 
Dewey in his Wisconsin speech when he declared: 

* “Above all the confusion, one stark, tragic fact hangs 
like an enveloping shadow over all our nation: If Mr. 
Truman bungles us into an early war. even though we win 
it, everything we hold dear... might be lost in the process; 
if Mr“Wallace’s policy of surrender and appeasement were 
followed, we should ultimately be enveloped and choked to 
death in a communist world.” 

* That is the grim picture that faces ua if the present 
confusion continues very much longer. It is only by the 
election of Republicans of the caliber of Mr. Dewey that 
we.can hope to rise above the “aimless drifting” of the

we'are convinced that neither Mr. Truman or Mr. Wallace 
should be the “guiding lights” for our future. Mr. Dewey 
performed a great service for his country by forcefully 
emphasizing, that fact.
